Ragna Olsen Notland was bom on 
July 2, 1909 in Masterham, a little 
place tucked away in the area of 
Haugesund, Norway. At the youth¬ 
ful age of 18 she decided to look to 
the new world for fulfilment of her 
dreams. She boarded the Stavaen- 
gerfjord with many other immi¬ 
grants of Norwegian, Swedish and 
Danish extraction, all bound for Can¬ 
ada. Time on board ship was gay 
and passed quickly, part of this 
was due to the company of a young 
Swedish gentleman. They could not 
understand each other’s language 
too well, but the young the world 
over have their own language. 

The boat docked in Halifax July 
28, 1928 and from there she came 
West by train to Morrin, Alberta, 
still in the company of her friend, 
but here there was a parting of 
the ways. Ragna lived with an 
uncle, Mr. A. Notland at Morrin. 
The following fall and spring she 
attended Camrose Lutheran College, 
taking the Newcomers’ Course of¬ 
fered at that time; returning to her 
uncle’s farm on completion of her 
studies. She spent the winter of 
1929 in Calgary where she joined 
the Sons of Norway, Valhalla Lodge, 
and had her membership transferred 
to Edmonton in 1930, when she came 
here to live.

of Knut Sivertsen. This meeting 
soon blossomed into a romance 
which culminated at the altar a year 
later.

He was found at the police station 
in tears, not having enjoyed his 
lonely adventure. Son Gordon was 
the sports enthusiast.

The family life was disrupted at the 
death of father Sivertsen in 1957 
after a lengthy illness. The respon¬ 
sibilities of educating the three boys 
and the business of two apartments 
was now Ragna’s alone. 

Today she can look back with 
pride, as her boys have completed 
University, married and added 5 
grandchildren to her family. She 
still has her own business, but this 
has not been enough for her limitless 
Viking energy. Her activities in the 
Sons of Norway Lodge throughout 
the years have been many and var¬ 
ied. She has held the offices of 
Secretary, Financial Secretary, is at 
present Assistant Social Director, 
and is also on the Board of Directors 
for the Scandinavian Centre.

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TEN YEARS OF SCANDINAVIAN CO-OPERATION 


For those of you who could not 
be present at the Banquet and Ball 
which marked the Official Opening 
of the Scandinavian Centre, below 
is the talk given on that evening by 
S. A. Sorenson, President of the 

Scandinavian Centre: 

* * • 

In 1003 A.D., Leif Erickson made 
his historic discovery of this con¬ 
tinent, and since Scandinavians are 
are known to be slow but sure, it 
was not until the year 1953 A.D., 
950 years after the discovery made 
by our famous ancestor, that Scand¬ 
inavians of this area decided to 
build for themselves this memorial 
to our pioneers, to whom we owe 
so much. ,, 

Most Scandinavians like to claim 
Leif Erickson as their own. The 
Danes say that since Greenland is 
their colony, and- sine it was here 
that Leif Erickson lived and died, 
he therefore belongs to them. The 
Icelanders say that since Leif Erick¬ 
son’s father, Eric the Red, settled 
in Iceland, Leif should be considered 
Icelandic. Not at all, say the Nor¬ 
wegians, because after all, Eric the 
Red was a true-blooded Viking who 
left the shore of Norway to found 
himself a new Kingdom; thus his 
son, Leif, must certainly be Nor¬ 
wegian. After all, say the Swedish 
folk, since Norway and Sweden were 
one country for a period of history, 
Leif Erickson is just as much theirs. 
The Finnish are more modest and 
lay no claim whatever. But one 
thing we are all agreed upon . . . 

LEIF ERICKSON WAS SCANDIN¬ 
AVIAN. 

It is as Scandinavians that we 
have built this fine new Centre. 
Many, many Scandinavians have co¬ 
operated in the last ten years to 
make this Centre a reality. This 
afternoon we paid tribute to all the 
paid workers; this evening I want 
to pay tribute to all the unpaid 
workers. 

There were preliminary meetings 
which laid the foundation for the 
new organization. At those meetings 
there were men who attended but 
did not become directors: Eric Luh- 
tala, S. Halberg, J. Gleerup, A. J. 
Johannessen, Henry Logan, and S. O. 
Hadviek. Incidentally, this week I 
received a long-distance telephone 
call from Whitehorse in the Yukon; 
It was none other than Bert Hadviek. 
He had received the News and was 
so elated by our accomplishment 
that he said: “I’m taking the first 
plane out to attend your opening 
ceremonies, and here he is. 

Once the idea was born, it fell 
upon the duly elected directors to 
carry the ball. Of the nine directors 
on that first board, all are still in 
Edmonton with the exception of 
Chris Bendsen who left Edmonton 
on a continental tour and never re¬ 
turned to stay. There Was John 
Rama, steady and sure, who, though 
normally the quiet type, can reach 
oratorical heights on “We are all 
Scandinavians”, and “The Sauna 
Bath”. He served twice as presi¬ 
dent of our association. 

Mons Eliasson, second president, 
is well versed in the intricacies of 
The Alberta Co-operative Act. His 
wife, Margaret, insists on the rule 
of law in all her association work, 
and you can be sure she makes 
Mons toe the mark. Margaret has 
the honor of being the only lady on 
that first board, and she also served 
well as secretary. 

Then there was Eskil Carlson, a 
guiding light through the years; 
Erik Pedersen of radio fame; and 
0. S. Franzen, our only Consular 
representative. And last, but cer¬ 
tainly not least, Mr. Emil Skarin; 
through his kindly and learned man¬ 
ner he has made his contribution 
felt throughout the years. 


It was my pleasure and privilege 
to be chosen president of the first 
board. They were grand people to 
work with. No one can ever tell 
me that Scandinavians cannot work 
together. 

Through the years, directors have 
retired and new ones have been 
added. Each has made their con¬ 
tributions felt in one way or another. 
There is Earl Hansen, who served 
as director and then as president; 
his legal advice has been invaluable. 
Jack Luoma, always smiling, but 
always a special smile when he has 
an application for a share tucked 
away in his pocket. Otto Sundahl, 
although elected to the board in 1955, 
was unable to serve for too long. 
Then there is youthful-looking Knut 
Svidal; in spite of his youth, his 
advice was often listened to. He 
master-minded the Exhibition floats 
and excels as a Master of Ceremon¬ 
ies. He served twice as president. 
Then there is Tom Nielsen who can 
tell you exactly how to sell a share, 
but somehow his wife, Vera, gets 
the signature on the line and closes 
most of the sales. Tom first served 
on the board and then made way 
for Vera. As business manager of 
the Scandinavian News, Mrs. Vera 
Nielsen put this publication on a 
paying basis. 

Gus Larson, a gentleman all the 
way, is a very exacting carpenter 
and construction man. He has been 
in charge of the construction of the 
floats and served as sixth president. 
And we shall always remember 
Anders Anderson of Wabamun for 
his fine model of the Scandinavian 
Centre. 

Now will you pause with me while 
we pay tribute to two directors 
who are no longer with us. I refer 
to Mr. Art Andersen, an ardent 
worker for the Centre through 
whose perseverance the Scandinav¬ 
ian News was born, and Mr. Knut 
Sivertsen, a real champion and a 
real worker. We are grateful for 
their real contributions to the Centre. 
May their memories live on. 

As I reminisce back over the 
years, it always seemed that the 
right men came along at the right 
times. There was Harold Halldor- 
son, bank manager, who kept the 
treasury faithfully for a number of 
years; Harold Markstrom, steady 
and good-natured, who persevered 
until he found this wonderful site 
on which to build our Centre; Harold 
is immediate past-president. H. A. 
(Gus) Hansen served as Social Dir¬ 
ector at Annual Scandinavian Night 
in January of each year; he is 
presently presenting a brief on Bi- 
culturalism and Bilingualism on our 
behalf. 

Then there are Carl Quitzau, Tony 
Salomaa and Victor Salo, all solid 
but quiet men whom you felt you 
could always count on, but because 
of their work they could not be as 
active as they wished. 

Per Norman Christensen, youthful, 
outspoken car sales manager whose 
artistic sense has made a lasting 
contribution to the beauty and fine 
appearance of the interior of the 
Centre; Don Shaw, an astute insur¬ 
ance manager, who did considerable 
cost accounting work for us and 
managed our 1962 Exhibition booth; 


S. J. Johnson, now of Minburn, who > off our hats to a most important 


added life to our planning commit- I 
tee; Eric Lefsrud, well-known law¬ 
yer, who kept our books for a period 
of time; Hans Kristensen, who pion¬ 
eered the first Charter Flight to 
Scandinavia for us, and is now in 
Denmark organizing -more flights for 
Waxdair Ltd. 

On February 18, 1964, seven new 
directors were elected to bring the 
present board to 15 in number. The 
former stag parties — I mean meet¬ 
ings — were broken up with the 
election of two ladies — Mrs. Linnea 
Lodge, who became our new seore 
tary and has written volumes of min 
utes, and Mrs. Ragna Sivertsen who 
just loves organizing the kitchen 
work and is in charge of this, year’s 
Exhibition booth. 

Gordon Pearson has taken the 
landscaping problem well in hand, 
while Ellsworth Halberg of the Gov¬ 
ernment Treasury Department is 
bearing down on accounts receiv¬ 
able. We are pleased to have Con¬ 
sular representation on the present 
board in the person of Mr. Knud 
Holm-Pedersen, Danish ViceConsul, 
who is presently in Denmark. 

Bill Halldorson, elected to the 
board in February, has been unable 
to serve due to ill health. We wish 
Bill a speedy recovery and look for¬ 
ward to his association on the board. 
Leif Oddson, who substituted for Bill, 
has accepted an appointment on the 
board. 

I. E. (Don) Johnson, as over-all 
planning committee chairman, says 
he has worked harder on this pro¬ 
ject than on any of his many pro¬ 
jects; and of course, he has been 
receiving top wages. 

This association appreciates the 
untiring efforts of all directors, past 
and present. 

I would be remiss if I did not 
mention the contribution of the of¬ 
ficers — Chris Dreyer, immediate 
past - auditor, has kept the books 
in ship-shape for a'good number of 
years. We welcome newly appointed 
auditor, Joe Moger. Mrs. Elsie 
Comin became our bookkeeper on 
May 1st and is doing an outstanding 
job. And there is Mrs. Eileen Pet¬ 
erson, our efficient and capable as¬ 
sistant secretary; I wish to pay 
personal tribute to her — for without 
her assistance, my work would have 
been doubly difficult.

Rulla Pylsa 

We have decided to feature an 
Icelandic recipe from time to time 
in the Scandinavian News. This one 
is for rolled lamb, or 

RllLLA PYLSA 

1 - 2 lb. lamb flank, boned 

2 tbsp. salt 

Vz tsp. saltpeter 
% tsp. ground cloves 
% tsp. ground allspice 
% tsp. pepper 

1 medium sized onion, chopped. 
Ask your butcher to bone the meat 
but leave in one piece. Lay this 
piece flat on the table with boned 
side up. Mix the salt, saltpeter, 
cloves, allspice and pepper and 
spread over the flank. Saltpeter is 
necessary, for it makes the moat 
turn pink in color; otherwise it will 
be brown. Chop onion and sprinkle 
over flank. Then roll it up as you 
would a jelly roll. Sew up both 
ends and the loose edges with needle 
and thread, then wind string tightly 
all around the roll. Salt outside of 
the flank and roll in wax paper. 
Set in refrigerator and leave for 
3 to 7 days, but not less than 3. 
The spices must work through. At 
the end of that time place in cook¬ 
ing pot, cover with water. Bring 
to a boil and then turn heat down 
and let simmer for 1 Vi hours. Re¬ 
move and cool. Place between two 
surfaces and place a heavy weight 
on top. Leave overnight. Next day 
remove string, slice and serve cold.
